Agricultural Policy to 
he 
Recom­ 
mended to Congressional Joint 
Commission Made Public 


SIX DISTINCT QUESTIONS 


One Calls For Adjustment of 
Rela­ 
tion of Farm Prices to Prices of 
Other Commodities 


I. Prompt legislation affirmatively 
recognizing tho right <>t tin* farmer 
to combine for the purpose <*t‘ mar­ 
keting, processing, sorting, distribu­ 
ting, or whatever he pleases with his 
own product. 


Lh Prompt legislation to meet ade 
ciliately tic* farmer’s credit require­ 
ments. 
3. Extension of the statistical divi­ 
sions of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture so as to furnish the basis for a 
sound agricultural program. 
4. Establishment 
of agricultural 
attaches in all the principal consum­ 
ing and producing foreign eountrie 
so as to furnish accurate informa­ 
tion for a sound export program. 
5. Standardization of containers 
of agricultural 
products 
and 
of 
grades of' the products themselves. 
6. Adjustment of the relation of 
agricultural prices to the prices of 
other commodities, including trans­ 
portation. 
These fundamental planks in an 
agricultural policy were revealed to 
the third annual convention of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
as the probable recommendations of 
the Congressional Joint Commission 
o f Agricultural Inquiry, by Chairman 
Sydney 
Anderson, 
Congressman 
from Minnesota. 
Mr. Anderson said: 
“The Congressional Joint Commis­ 
sion o f Agricultural Inquiry has been 
at work during the past live months. 
It has not finaliv passed on a report. 
My 
utter a noes 
are my individual 
judgment. It is peculiarly a pleasure 
and a privilege to address the rep­ 
resentatives of more than a million 
I armers. I wish to express to you 
now my feeling of the great force 
which the American Farm Bureau 
Federation is and will continue to he 
in 
the 
prosperity 
of 
the 
United 
S ta te s . 
“Ours is ail inquiry, not an inquis­ 
ition. We work by co-operation, not 
coercion. 
“I 
express 
my appreciation to 
President Howard 
and Mr. Silver 
and the American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration generally for their support 
and help. 
“We have working some 200 com­ 
mittees, and J,OOO voluntary co-op­ 
erators. 
We 
appointed a railroad 
committee of lo to find out the rela­ 
tion between rates and prices 
of 
farm products. We undertook to dis­ 
cover the c e n t e r s of production, the 
chief lines handling tin* crop. We 
have 
committees 
on motor truck 
transportation, 
adequacy 
of ter­ 
minals, adequacy o f water transpor­ 
tation, etc. I he Railroad Committee 
will contain representatives of indus­ 
try and farmers, including 
J. IL 
Howard and (Jray Silver, to agree 
on a railroad 
program 
and go to 
Congress, asking that the system be 
put into proper relation so as 
to 
handle transportation. 
“Our investigation- have been di­ 
vided into four parts. I. Agricul- i 
tora I cures and causes. 2. Adequacy 
o f hanking and credit. 3. Transpor­ 
tation and 
relation 
to prices. 
4. 
Marketing and distribution. 
In 192(1 
the farmer’s dollar was worth in oth­ 
er commodities 69 cents. 
In 1921, it 
was worth less than at any time re­ 
cently. rile farmers purchasing pow- 
?r is 40 per cent o f purchasing pow- 
?r of the nation. The prices o f other 
commodities 
are down in the same 
degree. This has still further dim­ 
inished 
the 
farmer’s 
purchasing 
■power. 
“Although agriculture represents 
30 percent of those in gainful o c­ 
cupation, the total income is only IG 
o 22 per cent of the total income 
of tho nation. 
“In 1913, the average income of 
the farmer was $444; in 1919 $1,- 
156, and in 1920, $465. 
“Iii purchasing power, tile aver­ 
age farmer’s income in 1913 amount­ 
ed to $444, iii $1919, $833, and in 
1920, $219. 
“Compared with people employed 
in other industries, in 1913 the fa r­ 
mer made $413, the miner $755, the 


factory worker $705, 
the railroad 
worker $782, and the bank $930. 


“In 1918, the farmer’s income had 
advanced to $1,278, the m iners to 
$1,280, the factory worker’s to $1,- 
147, the railroad worker's to $1,394, 
and tile hank worker’s to $1,461. 


‘In 1920, tin* farmer’s income had 
dwindled to $465, while the 
actual 
purchasing p o w e r of others had in­ 
creased materially. 


‘ I he 
agric ultural 
crisis is no* 
confined to the United States. It be­ 
an in Japan and spread to Java, 
Europe, the* United States and Can­ 
ada. Agricultural crisis are not new. 
All the governments o f the world 
have experienced them. They begin 
at the end of periods o f great pros­ 
perity.
